After i)^ro than ten days exhaus- 
tive study of the question, and thor 
ough disousision of the cap.abilliies and 
limitations- of the annua'I McGHI show 
and all it invob'cs. It was decided that 
a musical comedy form of entertain 
inc'nt was beyond the c.i'paclty of 
everyone concerned. Not only do ivo 
lack tlic necessary time and talent that 
siicli an ambitious programme-would 
entail, but the financial que.stlon would 
almost prohibit the change, at least, 
this year. However, the fact that the 
revue technique will hold forth this 
year will not in any way hinder tho 
ad-mlttcdly 'much needed Improvement 
In the production, It was said. The 
form of the show \vi-\ differ in many 
Wïtys to that of former years, thereby 
permitting progress in this .sort of 
entertainment, while retaining the son 
of revue that Is not beyond the scope 
of college students. 

The committee were also unanimous 
In favor of the surecstlon that a prlzo 
of twenty five dollars be > presented to 
the author of .the cleverest, one-act 
skit .submitted lo the executive for thi.s 
year's Itovue. Aji .added award of 
fifteen dollars will ;t!so bo given to 
the conrposor of the catchiest, most 
meritorious musical number' for thé 
show. Til© Judge In the former case 
will be to General Executive commit- 
tee and. In the latter, tho .special com- 
initl(K' of four musicians that Is iKipart 
of the organlziitlon of the Red and 
Wlilio Revue In 1027. The producer 
a.sked that Interest ho shown In this 
comiiotltlon. So that the tiltltniite selec 
lions will bo on a higher piano, and 
worthier of McGlll, than somo skits 
that were used In tho ptist two years, 
ConteatanU ar* rvquested to Ic.Tvê all 
manuscripts with the porter iit tho 
Ttiok .Shop. The contest. It was de- 
clihfd, will close on Tues<lay, December 
the last tlay of lectures before 
Chrlstmajs, so that all may be In 
readiness for the show to g:o into re- 
hearsal linmedliUisly following the hol- 
idays. Tho hope was expre.sscd al the 
uieeting that, since the show was a 
McOllI show, all sluileiila should lend 
a hand In some form or other In milk- 
ing It as successful ns possible.

Dr. Edward W. Archibald inofes- 
sor ot surgery, has béen elecled an 
Honorary Fellow of tho New Vork 
Ac.'idomy of .Medicine the first .-md 
only (.'ana<l an lo receive this honor. 

There have been only 1" Honorary 
Follows ot the Academy elected since 
Its Instltutlpn In 1847. 2,000 dioctors 
are ordinary Fellows. Among those 
honored have been such famous men 
as Sir Charles Sherrington, professor 
of psychology at Oxford; Sir. George 
Newman, chief medical officer of the 
Brit sh ministry of <health, and Pro- 
fessor WIdal, professor of_ Medicine at 
the University of Paris, while among 
the few Amcr.cans are Professor J . 
T. Finney of tho Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital and Professor DcSchwlnetz. pro- 
fessor of opthatmology in the Un ver- 
.slty of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. ArchlbaJd is a Graduate of .Mc- 
Gill's Medical Faculty, being a mem- 
ber ot the class of *95. Ho worked 
under tho late Dr. James Bell at tho 
Royal Victoria Ho.splt.nl. and was his 
chief ass'stant for several years. After 
spending several years abroad. r>r. 
Archibald became a lecturer In surgery 
and an assistant surgeon at the Royal 
Vic. Ho succeeded Dr. George Arm 
strong ns senior professor ot surgery 
at the .Medical F.aoulty, and is now 
also senior surgeon at the Royal vie 
toria Hosp'tal.

Snyder started the fireworks 
the frlst timo by breaking around 
McGlll's left end for a thirty-five yard 
dash, to be finally stopped by Cameron 
and St. Germain on tho 12-yard line.

AUTHORS, 1926. Montraal, the 
Canadian Author* Asteeiation, 
Montreal Branch. |1.50. 

Without stopping here to consider 
the merits and demerits of the Cana- 
dian Authors Assoolatinn, without he- 
sitating to discuss 'their somewhat 
•big business' tactics, without for the 
present, waiting ,to examine the cir- 
cumstances which led to their receiv- 
ing the sobriquet "Canadian Authors 
Assassination" let us glance at their 
book of nineteen one act plays. 

Among them are offerts good, bad 
and indifferent; from the Htrlcte«;t 
point of view, mostly Indifferent. Con- 
sidering however, the fact that mo.^t 
of them are written by persons un- 
learned in the dramatist's art the re- 
sults are for the most part botter than 
might bo expected. 

Whan." Is lacking is action. If the 
plays are written for the .stage, juid 
one Is led -to suppose that they are. 
then they are manifoatly weak In this 
regard. A theatre audience expects 
movement; when It is In the mood for 
nothing but talk It goes to the debat> 
Ing hall. And in many Instances the 
latest plays of our Canadian authors 
arc nothing but glorified debates. 

To discuss here Individually, each 
of the nineteen plays Is neither neces- 
sary nor possible, Let It be said, how- 
ever, that there is nothing particular- 
ly Canadian about them. They might 
h.-iv,- ijecri written by Americans, or 
Rumanlajis, or Je.ws, or Croates or by 
any others. 

Nineteen one act plays we have, 
ne.itly done up in a book, through — 
"the determined energy and zoal of 
Mr. Norman S. Rankin". Gregory 
Doane Haliburton Hatfield .md 
FYances Fenwick AVllllams and others 
we have, but Dunsanys or Barries we 
have not. Are we likely to? The next 
three or four generatiorin will tell.

,,i^„^or just how those on its staff could 
^■**:acliieve the main object of a uiiiver- 
sltyl career — learning. But such an 
occupation as wriHiig on a college 
news organ if, perhaps, not exactly 
».ho beat example of the flipperies of 
American college life. 
' A great deal of argument might be 
put forward concerning the exaggora- 
,tion of sport In tbe student's existence, 
but that seems so very obvious and so 
jinfo.rtunately and woefully far advanc- 
je/i. that it must be received with quite 
jreBignation.

GEORGE WASHINGTON: THE 
IMAGE AND THE MAN, by W. E. 
Woodward, N«w Yark, Boni and 
Livsright. $4.00.' " 

Kven before his death, the apotheosis 
of George Washington had begun, and 
It continued for a century afterv^rd. 

In 1802 the Reverend Mason Weema 
published. "A History of the Wfe and 
Death, Virtues and Exploits of Gen- 
eral George Washington," and started 
the celebrated cherry tree affair on Us 
uninterrupted progrecs. Apparently 
there was no basis for the legend, ex- 
cept the Imagination of the biograph- 
er. 

Thirty years later Jared Sparks, pre- 
sident of Harvard University, edited 
the letters and other writings of 
Washington. His editorial work In- 
cluded the correction of the deplorable 
orlhofc-raphy and syntax of the mahu- 
Bcrlj/l«, as well as the omission or al- 
teration of passages that might create 
an impression inconsistent with the 
popular conception of the Father of 
his Country. In short it was a con- 
scientious and successful attempt to 
avoid the unseemly. All subsequent 
biographers have worked pretty much 
in the same tradition. And consequent- 
ly Washington has become a mon- 
strous figure, flawless, not of flesh and 
blood; a being dwelling far above the 
errors and weaknesses of normal, sin- 
ful humanity; a doml-god to.be re- 
gai'ded either with awe, or an was 
equally natural, with jocosity. 

It was incvitablo that the critical 
and cynical minority of the present 
age would demand a revaluation. And 
this we have been getting during the 
present year, Several boolui have ap- 
peared in which we find a serious ef- 
fort to study the character and life of 
Washington without prejudice or bias. 
None of these Is more interesting or 
saner than Mr. Woodward's, although 
it leaves the most important and fun- 
damental questions about Washington 
unanswered. >.-.'?■:. 

Mr. Wood.word is a successful ad- 
vertising man whose close study o) the 
business world fitted him to wfltu the 
delectable Bunk, which is perhaps the 
most penetrating exposition of Big 
Business that we have yet had in fic- 
tion. The writing of Bunk and its 
successors made him a highly qualified 
purson to undertake the debunking of 
tlie legendary Washington. 

According to Mr. Woodword, Wash 
ington was a man of rather mediocre 
intellectual abilities, who was far irom 
an Infallible judge uf human nature 
whose generalship often left much to 
be desired and whose devotion to ver- 
acity was not funalicai. Nevertheless 
from his earliest years hç always im- 
pressed himself upon his associates, 
and by tenacity of purpose go.icriliy 
got what he started for. In other words, 
as Mr, Woodward points out, Ijc was 
the k^nd of. man g-vyhp in ,con.teniporafy

THIS FREEDOM. 

In this liberal country the posses- 
sion of personal freedom is usually 
considered pretty much of an estab- 
lished fact, the jesters on the subject 
of prohibitions to the contrary not- 
tvithstandlng.

Hresidoiit Gray's suggestion 
that there 'be a Boston Common in 
every city of the United States where 
every radical be allowed ttf air his 
views, would surely lead to a more 
healthy condition of affairs than fos- 
tered by the careful excltision policy of 
Secretory Keliags. The trite speeches 



of uninteresting radicals will surely do ' 
less tp harm the great American pub- 
lic than the overthrow of a policy of 
widespread education. , 

This plea from .t man in the po.nltion 
of President Gray is a healthy sign 
In the upward growth of the country. 
It will not destroy all the bonds im- 
posed by censorship, but it does.^how 
that intclligcnl thought and Influence 
Trc bflns directed in the right chan- 
nels toward enlightening the people, 
for after all, there can be no dark and 
dangerous sides to any questions for a 
truly enlightened populace.

The Bud- 
dhists idea is ttoat, "Fine clothes 
make fine birds, but fine clothes do 
not make fine minds." They do not 
believe in living in luxury. They ask. 
"What le the u»e of haying five pairs 
of shoes in a closet when you can 
wear one pair at a time?" 
" A German claims that he discover- 
ed prtnUng ot the movable type. Th' 
Chinese discovered printing in a set 
block in »81 A..D. The roovatole Ij-pe 
was discovered by the fTurks. So the 
Orient had everything the west had 
except for mechanical things. They 
want to know what good an aeroplajie 
or an automobile is when they could 
wiUk over their paths and get to their 
destlitation juet the same.
